who jumped from a third story window of a Berkeley 
apartm ent in 1966 while under the influence of LSD. 
The suit contended Cox was influenced to try the drug after 
attending a lecture in which Leary said LSI) was "beneficial 
to human health, would create human happiness and was a 
method of taking a feeling of ‘freedom.’”

DEAR POLLY — I w ashed som e w hite polyester un­ 
iform s , a blazer and slacks a t the laundrom at and put them 
in the d ry er set a t “ LOW” . They are ruined as the w rinkles 
will not com e out. The atten d an t a t the laundry did them 
over. I took them to the store w here they w ere bought for 
advice on rem oving the w rinkles. I washed them and hung 
them up dripping w et and also tried pressing them while 
dam p But nothing w orks. Could som eone give m e som e 
help? — J .P. 
DEAR J . P. — You really a re in a m ess. W ere there laun­ 
dry instructions on your g arm en ts and did you follow them 
to the letter? It sounds as if they w ere left in the d ryer too 


A recom m ended way for laundering such garm ents is to 
w ash in w arm w ater and rinse in cool with fabric softener 
added. Do not overload the m achine but have plenty of 
room for circulation of garm en ts. Set d ry er on the special 
cycle for perm anent press which has a cooling-down period 
at the end. Also avoid an overloaded d ry er as clothes m ust 
m ove freely . 
When 
cy cle ends, 
rem o v e g a rm e n ts 
IM M EDIATELY. As a last reso rt you m ight try taking 
yours to the dry cleaner to be pressed. — POLLY.

(UPI) 
Smokers are just as messy 
as tobacco chew ers and 
snuff dippers and there 
ought to be laws regulating 
them , says Mrs. W alter 
Richter, head of "Texans 
United for Rights of Non­ 
smokers " 
Mrs 
Richter, wife of a 
former state senator, says 
her group will pash this year 
for 
passage 
of 
bills 
prohibiting 
sm oking 
in 
elevators and in health areas 
such as hospitals. 
She d really like to see the 
no 
sm oking 
cam paign 
c a rrie d 
even 
further, 
however 
'I have a feeling if we 
make the smoker aware of 
what he’s doing we’re going 
to gain something, she said 
"What I would like to see is a 
national 
boycott 
of 
restaurants that don t have 
places for nonsmokers. If we 
did that we could get some 
action." 
Mrs 
R ichter p ractice s 
what she preaches about 
boycotts. She called a new 
car dealer recently about 
buying an automobile and 
asked 
to 
deal 
with 
a 
salesman who dido t smoke 
“ I told the salesman, If 
you’re going to sell me a c a r. 
you’re going to have to not 
s m o k e , she said. 
The same practices could 
be followed in buying real 
estate and other items, she 
said, to call attention to 
n o n sm o k ers’ 
rights 
and 
preferences. 
“ If smokers realized they 
were offending, maybe they 
wouldn’t do it," she said, 
"Joe Namath for instance 
d oesn’t like a girl who 
smokes. I think if people 
realized this they wouldn t 
just go around smoking in 
front of everybody. 
They 
don’t realize at all how much 
they’re offending you. 
“ W e’ve 
got 
laws 
prohibiting spitting on the 
floor. Now the smoker is just 
as much of a mess, he’s 
creating just as much litter 
and mess as that tobacco

Mrs. 
Richter said laws 
against smoking in certain 
public places will have two 
benefits. They will give 
nonsmokers more courage to 
speak out and ask smokers 
to stop, she said. And they 
will also force some smokers 
to put out their cigarettes or 
be fined. 
Arizona 
and 
Florida 
adopted laws prohibiting 
sm oking in som e public 
places. Mrs. Richter says 
her group is working to 
encourage the 1975 Texas 
legislature to follow suit. 
She’s also hopeful Gov. 
Dolph Briscoe will sign a 
"nonsmokers bill of rights 
during National Education 
Week On Smoking, which is 
this week.
